Four  Dreams/ 
States  Furbay

Four  dreams  of  mankind  — 
peace,  enough  food,  freedom  and 
self-government,  and  human 
equality-  -are  shaping  the  20th 
century,  Dr.  John  H.  Furbay  told 
the  forum  audience  Monday. 

The  question  between  the  Com- 
munist and  the  free  world  is 
which  system  of  government  will 
make  the  dreams  reality,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Furbay,  a world  trav- 
eler and  lecturer. 

MOST  OF  the  Asian  peoples 
have  no  real  understanding  of 
cither  communism  or  democracy. 
“They  know  the  type  of  world 
they  want  and  they  are  looking 
for  the  system  that  can  provide 
it,’’  Dr.  Furbay  said. 

Throughout  the  ages  the  prob- 
lem of  peace  has  been  solved  be- 
tween families,  between  commun- 
ities and  states  first  by  shooting 
it  out.  When  this  became  imprac- 
tical, the  problem  of  peace  was 
solved  by  the  use  of  “law.” 

“We  need  to  take  one  more 
step — stop  nations  from  shooting 
it  out,”  he  said.  The  United  Na- 
tions is  a step  toward  an  organ- 
ization to  make  and  enforce  in- 
ternational law,  he  added.

Korean  dances  done  by  the 
troupe  are  classified  as  ritual, 
royal,  folk  and  modernized 
i dances.  Ritual  and  royal  dances 
i require  elaborate  costumes  and 
slow  tempos  to  create  the  class- 
ical Korean  atmosphere. 

Classical  numbers  in  Friday’s 
program  will  include  palace 
dances,  the  peacock  dance  and  the 
colorful  hand  fan  dance.  A wed- 
ding day  number  will  be  a hum- 
orous depiction  of  the  traditional 
Korean  wedding  ceremony  and 
the  life  of  the  bride  and- groom. 

THE  CHANGGO  dance  is  a 
common  people’s  folk  dance  per- 
formed with  a changgo  drum. 


The  dance,  which  originated  over 
2,000  years  ago,  demonstrates 
the  quick  tempo  and  variety  of 
action  which  characterizes  many 
Korean  folk  dances. 

The  dance  troupe  will  also  pre- 
sent classical  Korean  instrumen- 
tal music  at  the  program.

Miyata,  members  of  San  Francis- 
co Bay  Area  Kendo  Association, 
will  present  a Japanese  Kendo 
exhibition  at  Friday  night's  pro- 
gram. 

KENDO  IS  literally  “way  of 
the  sword.”  This  style  of  fencing 
is  a fascinating  sport  in  Japan. 
Kendo  has  developed  into  its  mo- 
dern form  from  the  ancient 
swordsmanship  of  the  Japanese 
Samurai  warrior. 

Protective  covering  and  relat- 
ively harmless  weapons  are  used 
in  Kendo  combat.  The  sport  dis- 
ciplines the  mind  and  body,  teach- 
ing Self  control,  patience  and  co- 
ordination.

Five-Mile  Maize  of  Y Utilities 
Form  Underground  Land  of  Intrigue 


Paris'  famed  subterraneon  laby 
rinth  of  tunnels,  long  the  scene 
of  intrigue  in  French  novels,  has 
nothing  over  the  BYU  under- 
ground. 

Thousands  of  students  walk 
about  campus  each  day,  unaware 
that  the  earth  beneath  them  is 
Itoneycombed  with  five  miles  of 
tunnels  forming  an  elaborate  sys- 
tem of  passageways. 

WITHIN  THE  tunnels  is  a 
maze  of  utilities  lines — water 
pipes,  electricaf  conduits,  tele- 
phone circuits,  pumps,  time  sys- 
tem wires,  sewer  pipes,  and  heat- 
ing lines. 

Along  this  baffling  network

passes  also  the  walkway  by  which 
engineers  travel  from  building  to 
building  to  maintain  the  vital  or- 
gans of  the  University’s  physical 
plant. 

Cold  winter  days  hold  no  fears 
for  these  subsurface  denizens  as 
they  traverse  the  campus  in  the 
comfortable  warmth  given  off  by 
the  heating  system.  In  some 
areas  sidewalks  are  built  above 
the  tunnels,  and  the  heat  from 
beneath  keeps  the  walks  dry  and 
free  of  snow  and  ice. 

A STRANGER  to  the  BYU  un- 
derground world  would  soon  lose 
his  directions  without  a guide. 
The  walls  are  marked  with  ar’ 
rows  and  directions,  but  junc- 
tions “L”  and  “M”  have  meaning 
only  to  the  Physical  Plant  De- 
partment employees. 

Main  function  of  the  tunnels  is 
to  carry  the  super-heated  hot  wa" 
ter  system,  according  to  Jack 
Meredith,  combustion  engineer  of 


the  heating  plant.  The  plant,  lo- 
cated on  the  east  side  of  the  cam- 
pus, heats  the  entire  campus  from 
this  central  point. 

Heavily  insulated  pipes  carry 
water  heated  to  425  degrees  un- 
der 225  pounds  of  pressure.  Wa- 
ter ordinarily  boils  at  212  de- 
grees. 

Heat  exchangers  at  each  build- 
ing transfer  the  heat  from  the 
super-heated  hot  water  to  the 
regular  steam  heating  pipes  of 
each  building.  More  than  210,000 
gallons  of  water  is  used  in  the 
system,  Mr.  Meredith  said.
